Representative Garner, democrat 
Texas, and ranking member of the 
house ways and means committee, 
announced the provision "possibly 
if not probably" would be elimin- 
ated from the new tax reduction 
bill which the committee will begin 
formulating here Monday. Demo- 
crats generally do not oppose the 
republican plan for repeal, he in- 
dicated.United Efforts Needed.

across the provision. If the demo- 
crats of both houses work with the 
republicans, the wishes of the pres- 
ident

"I believe the purpose for which 


the provision was adopted already 
has been served and I do not be- 
lieve the forces which presented 
and succeeded in having it adopted

Paavo Nurmi declares it is un- 


likely that he will visit America in 
1926 for competition purposes. An« 
the reasons, although not statec 
by Nurmi, are two: 
d)— 'American 
promoters, by 


their greed for gold, preyed upon 
the sportsmanship of Nurmi and 
thus forced him to run at paces 
over .distances and with such fre- 
quency 'that the marvelous speed 
of the greatest distance runner of 
all time is perhaps forever dulled. 


(2)— Ingrates among American 


promoters and some of the holier- 
than-thou-hypocrites, 
which teem 
in the alleged "amateur" realms, 
crushed the earlier 
affection 
the 
great athlete of Finland had for 
Americans by their cowardly at- 
tacks upon him—and by their acts 
of 
the sheerest ingratitude ever 


known in sportdom, 
Promoters in Free-for-AII. 


Never was the , ability 
of any 


visiting amateur athlete capital- 
ized in so stupendous a fashion as 
was that of Nurmi. 
The athletic 


P>lde of Europe came here plan- 
ning to run a few races. Not much 
attention was paid upon his ar- 
rival. 
But when 
Nurmi packed 
one 
arena and another—and countless 
others—because 
of 
his 
amazing 
speed 
and 
colorful 
personality, 


those "amateur" sport promoters 
everywhere indulged in a 
wild, 


free-for-all fight, to get him to 
run for them. 


And Nurmi - obliged, 
smilingly, 
gladly. But as time went on, and 
those promoters, utterly ruthless in 
their 
consideration 
for 
Nurmi, 
totally indifferent as to his needs 
for rest intervals, demanded of him 
that he should run almost every 
night so as to enrich them, the 
youthful Finn had to choose be- 
tween two things: 


Had Little Choice. 


(1)—Refuse to run oftener than 
was consistent with safeguarding 
his health and his running prowess, 
or 


?0—Accede to the frenzied re- 
quests and chance not merely the 
loss of his mighty speed but, per- 
haps that of his health. 


Ninety-nine men out of 100 would 
have thought of themselves— and 
refused to harken'to the pleas of 
the 
promoters. 
Nurmi, obliging, 


sweet tempered, genuine sporstman, 
was the 100th. He chose to sacrifice 
himself rather than dftappoint the 
promoters. 


Cloak Conceals Hypocrites. 


And so, in a few brief months, 


Nurmi appeared in about a score 
of cities, ran almost everywhere he 
was asked to run and, as a result 
of Nurmi's drawing powers, those 
promoters, 
cloaking 
themselves 


with the hypocritical mantle of 
"amateur 
sportsmanship," 
gath- 


ered in close to $1,000,000 of which 
perhaps $300^000 was profit. 


AVere they grateful? Ah! 
AVell, 


some were about as grateful as 
would be a rattlesnake that a man 
elected not to kill but to pick up 
and pet! A few were thankful to 
Nurmi for all he had done for clean 
sportsdom hero—and for them. But 
the bulk merely used Nurmi as a 
means to gain a financial end for 
themselves. 


Chorus of Shrill Cries. 


Some folks stopped up finally 


and emitted shrill cries that Nurmi 
was not an amateur. Out in the 
middle west a gentleman became 
fearfully upset because someone— 
In Nurmi's behalf—had made some 
trick demand on the expense thing. 


Under amateur rules, a contest- 
ant's expenses aro paid from his 
home city to the point of contest 
—and return. It seems—according 
to that fellow—that wen request 
was made to have Nurmi run at a 
certain meet that the answer was: 


"Yes, he'll compete, if his expenses 


are paid from New York to place of. 
contest and then BACK to FIN- 
LAND." 


The request was AVITHIN 
the 


law of amateur athletics. Finland is 
Nurmi's home. Of course, he wasn't 
going right back to Finland— but 
ho intended going back eventually. 
He was entitled to demand such a 
guarantee from that promoter—or 
any other—if he elected to make it. 


Suddenly FrotKed Up. 


The gentleman in question be- 
came all frothed up about it. 
He 


conceived the idea lhat 
maybe 


Nurmi was, in his later days here, 
when he found that promoters were 
making a fortune ont of him, mak- 
ing a similar demand from all pro- 
moters. 
These demands, if paid 


would, of course, net Nurmi a little 
extra cash, for If he collected from 
each promoter money for a return 
trip to Finland, he would make the 
difference between what he col- 
lected from all of them minus the 
expenses involved in one return 
trip. 
The "return trip to Finland" item 


didn't amount to more than $300 
or ?400 at the most. But this pr- 
moter, or athletic 
director, 
who 


figured on making about $10,000 
profit out of Nurmi, let loose shrill 
cries that echoed—in silly falsetto 
—throughout the land- 


Pounding of Anvil Choru*. 


He gained nothing for himself 


—except the thumping- serenade of 
an anvil chorus. 


To 
such 
things 
was 
Nurmi 
treated by certain Americans in 
return for his gallantry and his 
bravery in running on and on—at 
times when the effort was but 
Agony for him—and the ultimate 
reward was to take from him the 
whirlwind flight that was in his 
superb legs.

In the intersectional games that have been played, the far "west has 


had decidedly the better of it. So it was when Syracuse met the Uni- 
versity of Southern California lastx season on the coast. In this game, 
which U. S. C. won In a decisive manner, one of the early touchdowns 
scored was the result of this forward pass. The open passing game is 
well developed on the Pacific slope and this pass, well executed, would 
at times fool most any team. 
The formation for attack was a normal one, with the line balanced 


and the backs distributed as shown in the diagram. 


The left end, No. 5, ran on, a diagonal to the left, to draw the wing 


back on that side away from his position. .The left tackle blocked his 
guard to the right. The left guard left the line* and ran to the right 
to act as protector for the passer. Usually he would take out the de- 
fensive left tackle. The other linemen held tightly, closing to the right. 


The right end, No. 6, ran straight into the deep center territory to 


decoy the defensive left wing back from following the receiver, No. 2. 
The No. 1 back, by running quickly to the flank, drew the close-up de- 
fensive back on his side away from his position. No. 2 made h'is way 
through the line, just inside the defensive tackle and cut to the left, 
taking the ball on the run. No. 3 acted with the left guard as a pro- 
tector for the passer. 


No. 4 received the ball from the center, ran to the right and rear, 
stopped and whirled-the ball to the speeding No. 2, who caught it and 
continued on for a score. 
Like all back diagonal passes there is always grave danger of a 


ruinous interception by a fast running defensive back. The danger in 
this type of pass is offset by the great effect it has if completed. All 
teams fear it. It takes a skilful and strong player to be able to do the 
work of No. 2 in this play. If he can manage to worm his way through 
the defensive line and arrive in time to take the pass, he often reaches 
tils catching position before being detected. In case he fails to make 
his way, there are several alternate receivers to whom the ball may 
;asily be thrown.

England's experiment with the 


unemployment dole has been dis- 
astrous. At bottom it may be more 
responsible for England's slow eco- 
nomic recovery from the war than 
any other single factor. 
Doctrinaires incline toward so- 
cialism. It is the way of least re- 
sistance for young college students. 
But an Oxford graduate with whom 
we were talking not long ago sa.d: 
"I -was thinking of being a so- 
cialist, but have been entirely cured 
since seeing the working out of the 
dole.'' 
The trouble with the dole is that 
it does not 
constitute 
insurance 
against unemployment, but rather 
an inducement toward unemploy- 
ment. 
For example, there has been a 
shortage of servant help in England, 
with few applicants 
Women ser- 
vants have quit that kind of vvovk 
and are claiming 
to be 
factory 
workers oijt of a job, and therefore 
entitled to an unemployment dole. 
Many chang'es are rung on the same 
scheme everj where. 
In puzzlement the English states- 
men are now turning to the Idea of 
employing idle men on government 
work, even when such work is not 
imperatively 
necessary 
Internal 
mprovements, such as roads, arc to 
receive attention in this way. 
The 
theory is that they might be doing 
some kind of -work, even 
useless 
work, as well as being Idle. Some 
sense to that. 
In spite of this bitter lesson, Eng- 
ish statesmen 
are 
not 
entirely 
cured of the socialistic philosophy, 
.nd have bought off the coal strik- 
ers by.means of a government sub- 
idy. Another little breeze will have 
o be reaped in the form of a whirl- 
wind later on

MORALITY OR HYPOCRISY? 


Vice, we are told, no longer flourishes in the open 
Either the'world is growing better, or the complac 


eat attitude which society adopted towards the un 
derworld of a quarter of a. century,ago, is evidence 
of hypocrisy. 


A writer in the New York Times recently declared 


that the world's greatest city had lost its so-called 
"bad" streets. The sight-seer who wander* to the 
Bowery in quest of the colorful picture of vice which 
once greeted the eyes is disappointed, he declares 
Gone are those neighborhoods which bore the sinis. 
ter, and yet inveigling names of "Hell's Kitchen," the 
Barracks, "Murderer's row," and a dozen other such 
appellations calculated 
to arouse the curiosity of 


those who wanted to see life at first hand. 


There are no^'bad" streets in New York. 
'It is thirty years since the essential change be- 
gan." the Times declares. "There was talk even in 
1897 
of renaming the Bowery as 'Ficardy'. In 1900 
Chatham Square saw its first new building in thirty- 
five years. A new concept of civic personality pro- 
duced the White Wings. 
The policemen began to 
grow slender and spruce, and more important, no 
longer had to travel certain beats, two by two, for 
the sake of their health. Billy McGlory of Armors 
Hall, where boys and girls foregathered too mucn 
had been sent to prison. Owney Geohegan was no 
longer proprietor of the toughest place on the Bow- 
ery, but just a bit of background in the New Aork 
legend. Silver Dollar Smith's was doomed. Even the 
river fronts were going the way of all human water- 
fronts, and the crimp vanished. All of the little Hu- 
man, personalities were melting into place personal- 
ities and the reality of these last is altering, in Isew 
York as elsewheri in the change of generations. 


"Now the places In their old aspects have gone, 


and there is little new to supplant them.' 


The transformation which has taken place .in Goth- 


am has been reflected in most American cities. San 
Francisco had her cleanup at the time of the earth- 
quake and fire. 
Chicago's famous joints and dens 


of a quarter of a century ®Zn nre gone. Kansas 
City, Omaha, Detroit, St. Louis—a score of cities 
•where vice was openly permitted have all yielded to 
the social revolution which had its Inception In the 
earlier nineties. That is not to say that there is not 
a great deal of vice and criminality to be found in 
every large metropolitan center. So long as human 
nature remains what it is, there 
always be trans- 


gressors and wrong-doers. There will be those who 
give free rein to every bestial Instinct and there will 
•be vast numbers who prefer to live by cunning and 
violence. 
But the lines have tightened. 
Society 


no longer winks at vice. It no longer believes that 
certain areas of every city shall be licensed to adopt 
a different moral code than exists elsewhere.

It is all right for the pessimist to picture the world 


as growing worse. 


But the record is against him when it comes to a 


recognition of social and civic responsibilities. Man- 
kind has never glimpsed a more glorious page than 
that written in the last half century In. the matter 
of social reform. 


Man has become instinctively kindlier. 
The mis- 


fortunes 
and the sorrows 
of his friends and his 


neighbors arouse his sympathic 
H.s grief be- 


comes a common burden. The charitable impulses 
developed in the last 25 years, which have come to 
brighten the holiday seasons, as -well as other days in 
the year, are one of the finest manifestations Of the 
twentieth century. 


"We no longer imprison man for debt. 
We no longer tolerate 
the subtle cruelties and 


practices of an earlier day. 


Whether we have improved conditions or not, we 


no longer give tacit consent and approval to the 
ugly forms of vice- which flourished m the larger 
cities of America but a short time ago. 


In New York City and in every other large American 


community is the indisputable evidence of awakened 
social and civic consciousness; an endeavor at least 
to spare the coming generations some of the tempta- 
tions which had to be met and conquered by those 
who have reached maturity. 


JOHN BULL CLAPS ON THE 
LID 


- The "let-em-rant, they_can't-do-any.harm" school 
of political thought in this country will be greatly 
shocked to learn that the government of Great Brit- 
ain is taking active steps to suppress commumct 
agitators who have been agitating for the overthrow 
of the present social organization so that a "dictat- 
orship of the proletariat" can be set up in Its place. 
Probably we shall hear a big howl from the so-called 
"American civil liberties union" over this attempt 
to throttle "free speech." 


John Bull's determination to put the red Inter- 


nationale out of business in London shows that the 
British authorities 
are at last waking up to the 


danger of allowing 
Moscow's 
agents free rein in 


preaching- doctrines of violence. It is a belated ~fet - 
dorsement of the policy which the United States ha. 
•pursued from the very first — that of treating soviet 
emissaries as the international outlaws which they 
really are and refusing to countenance them. 


The stock argument of American "pinks" and other 


mild sympathizers with the bolshevist point of view 
has always been that "England permits anarchists 
or anybody else to get in public places and say what- 
ever they please because it is better to let the steam 
of discontent blow off in that way than to con- 
fine it." 


A very pretty theory it is but one which doesn't 


work out in practice, as the British have discovered 
by experience. With people of that stripe, the old 
rule of "give an inch and take a mile," applict 
very forcibly. 
Communists have no regard wtv 


ever for ordinary rules tand decencies of civilized life. 
"Their plan, of action is the same as that of pirate 


dancer of being stood up against * wall and shot by 
a firing squad. 


In Great Britain, evidently, the conclusion has been 


reached that soviet agitators are a national menace- 
hence, the decision to drive them out. It is not the 
government alone which holds this view. The Brit. 
Ish labor party, headed by former Premier Ramsay 
Macdonald, acted even before the government did 
in voting by a huge majority to exclude these apos- 
tles of revolution from Its ranks. The rational labor- 
Ites In England agree with the American federation 
of labor that bolshevlsm 
is as much of a threat 


against the working man as it it against other mem- 
bers of society. 


It must be admitted that John Bull played a mean 


low-down trick on the parlor cult throughout the 
United States when he started In to raid commun- 
ist headquarters in London and arrest the leaders 
who had been trying not only to organize unem. 
ployed and discontented civilians forearmed revolt 
against their government, but also to stir up mutiny 
in the British army and navy. 


They won't be able to point to him any more as a 


living example 
of the benefits of giving' political 


burglars and highwaymen a free hand to despoil the 
rest of mankind. 


DEPENDING THE HOME 


In these days when constitutional barriers ar* be- 


ing brushed aside lightly, the United States supreme 
court comes forward with a decision upholding the 
fourth amendment to the federal constitution. 


Once "again the highest tribunal in this country 


declares that no American home can be searched 
without a warrant. In the case at bar, the question 
was raised when officials attempted to search a 
home without warrant to secure evidence for a pos- 
sible prosecution under the Harrison narcotic act. 


In its opinion the court said: 
"The protection of the fourth amendment extends 
to all equally, to those justly suspected or accused, 
as well as to the innocent. The search of a private 
dwelling- is in itself unreasonable and abhorrent to 
our laws. • « • Belief, however 
well 
founded, 
:hat an article 
sought is concealed in a. dwelling 
louse furnishes no justification for a search of that 
place without a warrant." 


The beneficent 
effects of the Harrison narcotic 


aw are generally admitted. Government cannot de- 
vote itself to a more righteous cause than stamping 
out the dope habit. It is the worst curse which has 
fastened itself upon mankind in modern history. 


But there was a legal way in which the federal 


agents- in this case might have accomplished their 
purposes. They had only to secure a search warrant 
n order to make the investigation which they had in 
mind. That is the procedure definitely established 
by the constitution. No legal difficulties stand in 
he way of an officer endeavoring to perform his du- 
ties in an orderly way. The only requirement for a 
earch warrant is a showing Justifying an entry to a 
home. In this the courts have been most generous. 
?hey have freely granted search warrants upon a 
easonable showing. 


The troubles of government today arise partially 


rom the unconstitutional methods of those who ad- 
minister it- Law enforcement officers adopt illegal 
and unconstitutional means of accomplishing their 
wposes. 
They violate the sanctity of the home 


without legal warrant. They many times adopt other 
xtreme and improper methods "when the results do 
10 justify the means. The warning of the supreme 
ourt that the constitutional 
guarantees have not 


icen abrogated 
or nullified In any degree when it 


:omes to the question of life and the home is both 
imely and important. 
Federal officials very generally understand that 


a search warrant is necessary in order to gain ad- , 
nlsslon to the home. 


But in many of the state courts apparently a. dif- 


erent rule prevails. Officers are permitted to intro- 
.uce 
evidence thus illegally obtained. The practice 


hould be harmonized by adhering to the federal rule. 
To do so would increase respect for law and in no 
way diminish the effectiveness of. enforcement. Not 
ne raid in a hundred is conducted under such cir- 
umstances that it would have been impossible to 
omply with the constitutional provision on this sub- 
act. The failure to obtain search warrants is due 
o indifference and Ignorance on the part of law en- 
orcement officers. 
Here is what the supreme 
court of the United 


tates has to say: 
"Belief, however 
well founded, 
that an article 
ought is concealed in a dwelling house furnishes no 
ustification for a search of that place without a 
•arrant." 
That is final and decisive. As for the purpose of 
lat constitutional guaranty it is well understood. It 
hould be accorded the same respect that it received 
n the earlier years of this country's history.

ual action, anybody who dares to disagree with the 
government or oppose Us policies stands in-tcroat 


AT THE PEDESTRIAN'S RISK 


Lincoln's new traffic system of light signals on the 
owntowa streets has been given sufficient trial to 
emonstrate its desirability. 
So far as regulation of 


utomobile traffic is concerned, it has been an un- 
ualified success. 
During the three months which 


he light signals have been in operation there have 
een no serious accidents of any description to mar 
he record. It Is generally conceded that the- system 
as permitted automobile traffic to move more ex- 
edltiously and rapidly, and at the -mme time safely, 
ban would otherwise have been possible. 


Quite generally the signal system has the appro. 
ation of those who walk, as well as that of the 
rivers of Automobiles. 
But in the rigid application of the regulations, the 
g-nals have had the tendency to delay the pedestrian 
n the downtown streets. This has been annoying 
cause his progress is necessarily slower than the 
ne who rides. 
At many hours of the day the regulation which 
equires those on foot to move in accordance with 
he light signals is somewhat nonsensical. 
There 


re few who have not found themselves lield up by 


lights for a short space when the streets are en- 


rely clear of automobile traffic. 
Under these con- 


tions the signals become an inconvenience. There 
no good reason 
why the pedestrian should not 


ross the street at any time, if a "careful observation 
eveals that there are no automobiles 
approaching 


e intersection, which have the right of way. 
It would be well for the city commission to con-' 
den altering the traffic regulations in ,this respect, 
he pedestrian should be given the right to cross tho 


street any time he desires. If he attempts to cress in 
the path of traffic, he does so at his own risk, lie 
must see to it that he does not get in the path of 
automobiles. At the same time those who prefer to 
adhere rigidly to the signal lights may do so. The 
change would be for the benefit of only those ped- 
estrians who want to cross and are satisfied that 
they may safely do so. 


Most of the cities using the light system permit 


crossing at any time at the risk of the pedestrian, 
it is said. The traffic officers in Lincoln have shown 
a disposition to accept this view and are not arrest- 
ing; those who cross the streets in violation of the 
signal lights, if the street is clear of traffic.

here 
was an

lecture" in there. I sort of imagine 
that on account of Henry's broad- 
mindedness in those early days Is 
why he is just about one of the only 
preachers that anybody remembers 
his name today. 
I was sorter glad it was held in 
a church as it gave what few fol- 
lowers I had a chance to get into 
a church once. The surroundings 
were a. bigger novelty than 1 was. 
Well, they were fine 
After thej 
got kind of used to the place they 
just limbered right up. The only 
ones I had any trouble with were 
the regular church members who 
were occupying: their regular pews. 
They just naturally went to asleep 
out o£ force of habit. I couldn't 
keep them awake. 
The only way 1 
got them out of there was to say 
"Amen," at the linish. 
Now In making this tremendous 
leap from the Follies to the pulpit 
I would like to state that I did not 
have to change one word of my act. 
Now I flon't know whether that is 
a compliment to the church audi- 
ence or to the Jtollics 
audience. 


Etonira Is a great old town. I went 
up in the afternoon to visit the 
state reformatory. I had heard so 
much of the splendid work that the 
warden, Mr. Christian, was doing, 
that I wanted to shake the hand 
of a real competent Public official. 
(I always boost the worthy.) He 
started to take me 
through and 


show me all the 
boys at 
work 
learning a trade, a variety of over 
twenty-five different ones. There 
didn't seem to be much of a pris- 
on spirit, or rules in there. Every 
other boy we passed would holler 
out, 
"Hello, Will."" Another holler- 


ed out, "What are you in for. Will ?" 
They all spoke to the warden and 
called him "Doc" and he knew them 
by name. 
Finally so many recognized me 
that the warden remarked, "More 
of my inmates know you than any- 
one I ever saw come up here, and 
the longer they are In 
for, the 
more they seem to 
know yoM." 
Well, we finally figured it out that 
there Is almost two-thirds of them 
from New York City, and almost 
the other third from Buffalo. 
So 
that's why I knew so many. You 
see the boys from the small towns 
are either better 
behaved or too 
slick for them to 
catch. At any 
rate he Is not in there. I asked the 
warden If I couldn't (come up there 
next morning and, do a. little stunt 
for the boys, so the next morning at 
9:30 he came to the hotel for me, 
and just as we were driving into 
the grounds a siren whistle blew. 
He said, "An Escape!" 
All the 
guards 
started 
running around, 
jumping into cars. They told him 
it was three boys 
who had got 
away. Well, I have had 
lots of 
people stay away from snows that 
I was In—I have had them get up In 
the theatre and .walk out on me— 
but this was the first time I ever 
had them break out of'jail to keep 
from 
hearing 
me, and 
take a 
chance, If they were caught, to lose 
their time. I guess they 
just fi- 
gured "We were sentenced to Jail, 
but It was not In our sentence that 
we had to listen to Will." 
Well, I told the warden not to 
hunt for them, for when I am gone 
they will come back, and sure 
enough as I started to drive away 
one of the guards hollered to me, 
"They are back." 
,1 guess they thought I was go- 
Ing to' lecture to them and toll 'cm 
how to act when 
they got out. 


when they talk to unfortunates. 
I 
showed 'em how lucky they were to 
be in there, that if they were out 
they would be either murdered 01 
robbed before a week. I told them 
I would be a fine one to lecture 
them. 
"They say a lot of you.are in 
here for "stick-ups' and small rob- 
beries. Why, I have held up every 
theatre manager I ever worked for 
and I am out. If I was in here for 
every dollar I had beat Mr. Zieg- 
feld out of, I would be here for life. 
I want to see all of you, when you 
get out come to see me, but remem- 
ber, we both belong to same lodge, 
so lay off me. I haven't got but 
one bit of advice to offer you fel- 
lows. You are learning a trade in 
here. When you got out you bet- 
ter follow this new trade; don't try 
the old robber trade; you will find 


that It is one of the most over- 
crowded 
professions in the world 
today. There is not enough people 
that have anything to make 
It 
worth while robbing them. I know 
good robbers now that haven't done 
a tap of robbing for weeks, 
Just 
because the victims haven't got it 
llko they used to have. It's no- 
body's fault, it's Just a condition, 
and 
the 
outcome of it will be 
something terrible to rep.llze. Some- 
body is going to have te go to 
work." 
And speaking of churches, I ap- 
peared one night in Canton, Ohio. 
(That was McKinley's town and it 
is a beautiful place.) Well, we had 
several preachers in and one 
of 
them has the biggest Sunday school 
in the United States. So the min- 
ister asked me to come up the next 
morning and see this 
wonderful 
Sunday school and to say a few 
words at his church service. Well, 
I did, and it seemed to be going 
pretty good, nobody was convert- 
ed," but 
everybody seemed to be 
laughing. 
When I would stop, he 
would tell me to go on, and I kept 
going on—me hesitating and him 
encouraging me to keep on, until 
whan I finished he didn't get up 
and preach at all. I had preached 
and didn't know it. 
After I got through they prayed 
prayed and tha minister compli- 
mented me, and said that it was 
better to make people laugh than 
to- cry, and said, "I know Will has 
done us all good." Well, I didn't 
hardly know how to take that re- 
mark. 
Then 
he announced he 
would take up a collection. So af- 
ter the collection, I knew that we 
both done them good! 
I 
didn't 
know I was supposed to be preach- 
ing or I would have been scared. 
But he was a mighty broadmind- 
ed minister. Well, you know that 
on account of the size 
of his 
church and his Sunday school. 
I 
told them I was not going to talk 
about anything only what they all 
knew about; that I would not say 
a word about religion; that preach- 
ers of all the thousands of denom- 
.nations can misinform you enough 
about that without me adding to 
the perplexity. 
That preacher just 
used me to conserve a sermon of 
lis that morning, or else he didn't 
lave one. 
But 1 enjoyed It, and 


;he church audience applauded, and 
: think It made me better, for on 
my way back to the hotel I passed 
a beggar selling lead pencils, and I 
enow I passed him with more feei- 
ng and just kinder wished I didn't

could have helped him.

The First Peep of the Oyster from the Half-Shell and 


the First Bright Flush of the Broiled Lobster

own inclination seeming to lean 
toward authorship.

The Truth About Summer. 


There are hawthorns in blossom 


n the lanes in the spring, and in 
.he winter there are rubber trees 
n the restaurants with no blossoms 
at all. But the rubber tree sees 
more of love in one evening than 
he hawthorn does in its whole life. 
The same kind of myth has gath- 
ered round the summer. The poets 
lave described it-as rich, luscious, 
glorious, crowned with flowers and 
drowsy with the hum of the bee. In 
reality, summer is the dead 
time. 
t is the

nights, 
when people sleep upside down with 
heir feet on the rail*of the bed; 
vhen there is no one in the city, 
sut the farmers and no one on the 
arms but the city people; in short 
vhen life is all disturbed, deranged, 
nd out of sorts; when it is too 
lot to think, too late to begin any- 
hing, and too early to start some- 
hing; when intellect dies, oratory 
s dumb, and natitlonal problems 
ilumber. At such a time there is 
nothing of current interest, except 
he expeditions to the north pole 
and the rescue parties sent out to 
drag away the explorers. 


What Autumn Doe* Not Do. 
Then comos autumn. The poet 
describes it as thu decline of tho 
'ear. The loaf withers. The rus- 
:et woods shiver in the moaning 
wind. The poet on hin lonely au- 
umn walk talks with the shepherd 
in the mulaHllty of life and all is 
sadness. 
Now it occurs to me "all this stuff 
bout autmn, as applied here and 


all true when men lived in woods 
and caves, shivered in the rain, and 
counted the days until the return 
of the sun. But m our own time 
the thing doesn't fit at all. Autumn 
is the real beginning of the year, 
the new start after the dead sea- 
son. Witness, in illustration, some 
of the glad signs that mark the 
oncoming of the aumn season. 
The return of the oyster. 1 can 
imagine no more pleasing sight to 
the true lover Of nature than 
the 
first oyster peeping out of its half 
shell. How dainty its coloring. How 
softily it seems to lie upon its little 
dish! 
All through the dull, dead 
summer, it has been asleep in its 
bed of mud, but now nature has 
burst forth again and the oyster is 
back with us. 
Ah! The True Lamb. 
The young lamb. And alongside 


of the oyster, look who is here too! 
The lamb, the real lamb, not the 
poor ungainly thing that humped 
up Itself m the springtime in a 
feeble attempt to jump, but the true 
lamb, valued at a dollar a portion, 
and eaten along- with autumn cauli- 
flowers, Jerusalem artichokes, and 
October 
asparagus. With 
what 
eager eyes is it regarded by tha 
people who have spent the summer 
where there is no fresh meat and 
no vegetables. For the true aspect 
of the bounty of nature, give me 
every time the sight of a butcher 
shop in autumn, with the pink lobs- 
ters nestling in the white celebry,

Henri home. And observe, as he 
delivers it to Mrs. Henri, that his 
eyes fall upon the sketches, so cas- 
ually placed by Robert Henri upon 
the wall.

The loss of life in the United 


States as a result of motor car ac- 
cidents is rapidly becoming a na- 
tional -disgrace. 
At the national 


conference on street and highway 
safety, held recently 
In Atlantic 


City, N J., It was declared 
that 
railroad travel In the United States 
was ten times as safe as travel by 
motor car. 
On August 18 the re- 
cords of the chief medical examiner 
in New York showed no less than 
477 deaths in motor car accidents 
since January 1, compared to 221 
deaths from moonshine liquor and 
160 fatalities caused by firearms. 


The problem of motor traffic con- 
trol has become a national one, and 
it Is difficult for anyone to ad- 
vance any single solution of the 
problem. 
Probably the death rato 
can be decreased onJy by co-oper- 
ation of federal, state and muni- 
cipal authorities. Almost anyone 
can get a license to drive a motor 
car, although there are many per- 
sons driving high-powered death 
threats who do not have the mental 
capacity or the degree of body ami 
mind co-ordination which guaran- 
tees their safety or the safety of 
others. 


Fines and jail sentences are not 
enough to solve this situation. The 
punishment comes after someone la 
killed. 
The real 
solution, aside 


from directed traffic control, seems 
to be in the evolution of a series 
of mental tests designed to deter- 
mine beforehand the right of each

For many seasons the powerful 
Kah-da-che-gha and his dauntless

braves had been waging war 
of 


] 
conquest and extermination against 
: 
the Dakotas, a once strong tribe 
and one of the numerous families 
of the Acoutahs, or Dakotas, who 
dwelt north of the Missouri river in 
•what is now known as southwest- 
ern South Dakota. Among the lat- 
ter were many warriors of distin- 


• \ guished valor whose "backs liad 


• never been seen by their foes," and 
who had held their enemies at bay 
during a long and fearful series oC 
conflicts. But now, conquered and 
nearly annihilated, they were to be 
driven southward by the triumph- 
ant Kah-da-che-gha to the capital 
town of his nation. 


1 
But they did not fear the death 
in store for them. They only hoped 
that the old men and youths of 
their tribe had been alert enough, 
. 
and had J!ed with the women and 
children far to the northwest out 
of reach of the merciless Arapa- 
hoes. 
As 
lor Wa-che-pah, or 
Long 


Knife, he was renowned from his 
earliest youth for his bravery- and 
for tho numerous Arapahoe scalps 
that had hung- at his war girdle. In 
this final conflict he had been taken 
only after slaying many of his as- 
sailants, and could expect no mercy 
from tho ones who held him cap- 
tive. 


Fire Worshipers. 
The home of Kah-da-che-gha and 
his tribe was on the Nebraska side 
of the Missouri rtrer some distance 
northwest 
of where the town of 
Ponca now stands. 
Kah-da-che- 
gha ruled his war-like people very 
ably and was assistc'd by counselors 
selected from among his best war- 
riors, all of whom were gigantic 
in stature, possessed 
prodigious 
strength, undaunted bravery and 
were .fearfully cruel. 
The Arapahoe Indians were fire- 
worshipers. 
They sacrificed to the 
god of fire the sick, the aged and 
the infirm of their own nation, and 
all prisoners taken In .wars which 
.they 
were 
continually 
waging 
against their neighbors, especially 
against the tribes across the river. 


k- Two 
miles north of the 
home 


" camps of the Arapahoe nation was 
a bluff more than 400 feet high, on 
the 
MissouH • This 
premonitory 
contained larBe deposits of sulphur, 


ing them were handed down. Ves- according to the ancient custom. 
tiges of the capital town of the 
Arapahoes were still visible at the 
time of the Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition in 1804. 


Sacred Ground. 


Here 
dwelled 
Kah-da-che-gha 


and his chiefs, whose simplest word 
was law from which there was no 
appeal and who held unquestioned 
power over the lives of their sub- 
jects. 
The warriors of the tribe 
were said to be as numerous as the 
blades of grass, and he who could 
not count his years by the number 
of scalps upon his shield was dis- 
graced indeed. 


"Whatever the fiery "volcano" may 
have been at that -early time, the 
superstitious 
Arapahoes 
who 


carbonate of lim< 
of other mineral 


Iron, pyrites and 
salts. According 


to the Arapahoe legend, this bluff 
•was a minature volcano. 
Flames 
were often seen to break forth from 
it 
especially at night, when the 
lurid spectacle could readily 
be 
seen. It was reputed that steam 
and smoke escaped in great col- 
umns and fissures on top of the 
mound. 
Much of the lime stone 
was changed to quick lime by the 
intense heat within. 
This remarkable burying mounr 


was well known to the wild Indian 
trlbes'scattered along the river, and 
had for generations been regarded 
with superstition and fear. 
The 
Arapahoes supposed that evil man- 
Itous dwelled 
in the sulphurous 
(ires, and many legends concern- 


dwelled closest to it regarded its 
fires with awe and the region near 
it as sacred ground, over which, 
within certain limits, none except 
the ruling chiefs and their medicine 
men had the right to pass. He 
whose boldness or folly led him to 
violate 
this decree paid for 
his 
temerity with his life. 
This taboo 


was removed every full moon, when 
all 
the 
tribes 
might 
assemble 
around the volcano to witness the 
horrible sacrificial ceremonies en- 
acted there. 
On these occasions the old and 


feeble were dragged forward, to- 
gether with the prisoners taken in 
battle and the squaws and children 
from conquered towns, and all were 
immolated with prolonged merci- 
less torture to the 
diety whose 
presence was supposed to be re- 
vealed 
in the 
lurid flames 
and 


stifling vapors around them. 
• 
A short distance west of the vol- 
cano and within the limits of the 
tabooed precinct stood an immense 
rock, which towered several hun- 
dred feet toward the sky, a vast 
square fortress in appearance, and 
visible at a great distance. 
This 
rock was honeycombed by passages 
worn by the action of the water 
^s before when an ocean covered 


this country. One of the passage- 
ways led to a spacious cavern In 
the interior. Here, on a stone plat- 
form" or altar, rudely built by the 
Indians, the preliminary ceremonies 
and torturings of the victims took 
place, before they were consigned 
to the embraces of the more merc- 
iful and. hotter r fires of the volcano. 


Wrath of Manitou. 
At the time of the Lewis and 
Mark visit this great mountain of 
stone had disappeared and its place 
s occupied by a marshy pond. 


When inquiry was made, the brav- 
est warriors trembled with awe as 
they related the gloomy legend— 
that hundreds of years before, the 
Great Manitou 
had been 
angry; 
that his voice had been heard like 
the roll of many thunders, and that 
in his wrath he had crushed the 
rock into the earth. 
What took place was probably an 
earthquake 
in those days, to the 


ignorant and superstitious savages, 
naturally a special sign of the ven- 
geance of an outraged diety. 
To this cause, the destruction of 
their sacrificial temple, was attrib- 
uted the flight of the greater por- 
tion of the tribe, immediately after 
the catastrophe, leaving forever a 
home which they deemed accursed 
by the Great Spirit. 
A' few aged 
Arapahoes have recounted the dis- 
aster which drove their ancestors 
from their fertile plains to the ster- 
ile mountains of Wyoming. 
Wa-che-pah and his captive war- 
riors, after a weary march across 
the plains, were brought 
to the 
Missouri river, across which gaily 
decorated canoes speedily conveyed 
them. They arrived at the town of 
Kah-da-che-gha most opportunly, 
for the great full moon festivities 
were but 
two days away, 
when 
these prisoners, wifh others taken 
in the past month would be burned, 
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The 
young chieftain, Wa-che- 
pah, knew the fate in store for him 
and his fellows, yet with the sto- 
cism of his Indian nature, he looked 
forward to. the approaching hideous 
tortures and death with indiffer- 
ence, nor would he have deigned to 
ask for his life, even if by so doing 
he could have obtained it. On the 
contrary, he sought to improve the 
little time remaining- to him by 
reviling: his enemies. He recounted 
to them his many exploits against 
them and brought to their memor- 
ies the long- array of scalps which 
their nation had hitherto furnished 
to his knife. 


Offers Himself. 
Late next day Wa-che-pah hap- 
pened to obtain a good view of a 
group of despondent captives, who 
were to be offered to the fire god. 
Imagine his horror to see among 
them two who meant ex'erything to 
him.—his young brother and the 
sister upon whom he had centered 
all his affection. 
Until that mo- 
ment he supposed they had escaped 
their enemies. AVa-che-pah would 
have 
purchased the life 
of 
his 
brother and sister at any price. He 
was willing to submit to all thu 
fearful indignities which the ingen- 
uity 
of Kah-da-che-gha and 
his 
fiendish tribe could invent. 
So he 
at once sought the presence of the 
cruel chief to seek leniency for his 
beloved brother and sister. 
The 
lodge of 
Kah-da-che-gha 
was a magnificent affair, located 
at the most imposing site of the 
village. It contained half a dozen 
rooms, 
and the lodge itself 
was 
constructed from the stoutest sap- 
lings, covered over with the tough- 
est bark and furnished with the 
finest skins Inside. 


No prisoner was ever allowed to 
enter this abode and Wa-che-pah 
was compelled to wait while the 
pompous Indian monarch leisurely 
bided his time to see him. When 
the cruel old warrior finally ap- 
peared at his doorway 
Wa-che- 


pah was made to bow thrice to the 
dust in his honor. Then sternly he 
was commanded to make known his 
want. 
Proudly Wa-che-pah drew 


his powerful young body to its full 
height as he solemnly addressed his 
implacable enemy. 
"Kah-da-che-gha, great victori- 


ous chief of the Arapahoes," he be- 
gan, "now has undisputed control 
of the whole Missouri valley.

Then suddenly his black eyes 
shone with a dense light as he said, 
"Wa-che-pah has one request to 
make of his victorious captor. What 
price does Kah-da-che-gha demand 
to spare the lives ot Wa-che-pah's 
brother and sister?" 
"Kah-da-che-gha does not spare 
captives," came the slow ansker 
from the chief. 
"Wa-che-pah will undergo any- 
thing If Kah-da-che-gha will spare 
their lives," answered the 
_ young 
warrior. 
For a few moments the bronze 
visage of Kah-da-che-gha remained 
immovable, and ,then he spoke, dis- 
playing-in his proposal a diabolical 
refinement 
of cruelty. 
"Kah-da- 
che-gha cannot grant all Wa-che- 
pah asks. He will spare the brother, 
if Wa-che-pah previous to his own 
death will consent to kill his sis- 
ter. 
Wa-che-pah must Inflict on 
her all the tortures to which he 
himself 
will afterwards be sub- 


jected." 


amid the groups of doomed cap- 
tives. The sight of his brother and 
Bister filled his heart with despair, 
They were yet too young to realize 
fully the hotror of- their position, 
and when they saw him approach- 
Ing- forgot all danger and privation 
and flung their arms about him 
with shouts of Joy. 


"Take us away our brother; take 
us back to our home," 
they Im- 
plored as they, caressed him. 
As he stood listening to their tn- 
nlcent, 
childish 
prattle, 
which, 
pierced him like the thrust of a 
dagger, he moodily revolved in his 
mind their chances of escaping the 
doom which the morning would 
bring. Was there no means of es- 
cape? AVas he worse than a squaw 
in 
his 
helplessness? 
He 
gazed 
about the camp at the many pick- 
ets closely guarding them-and real- 
ized that any attempt 
to break 
through would be foolhardy. Away 
to the north loomed the battle- 
ments of the sacred mountain and 
sacrificial rock reminding him of 
the gloomy cavern, its dreadful al- 
tar, an dthe fate awaiting one of 
the innocent 
children who were 
clinging to him so confidently. 
Evening came on. As night fell 
the savage guards herded the pris- 
oners close together. 
Scores of 
bright camp fires were kept burn- 
ing and threw their weird light ovur 
the fateful scene. For the last time 
the 
victims saw the moon rise, 
smiling in its fullness, watched it 
slowly pass over and sink In the 
west. Dawn again appeared. 


The Death Dance. 
Then began the methodical beat- 
ing of tom-toms, and the 
sound 
from them gradually increased to 
a roar as war-drum after war-drum 
joined to increase the tumult And 
in the center of the death dance 
taken part in by thousands of leap- 
ing, yelling Arapahoes, the cap- 
tives were swept slowly forward by 
the resistless, savage tornadb, to- 
ward the grim rock and the fearful 
destiny there awaiting them.

"Wa-che-pah acepts the condi- 


tions of the great Kah-da-che-gha," 
he Impassively replied. 


Accept* Offer. 
"It Is well," replied the Arapahoe 
monarch 
with equal 
impassivity 


and with a gesture of dismissal. 
Then 
once again 
Wa-oho-pah 
was made to bow thrice before his 
captor. 
After leaving his vindictive enemy 


"Wilt the despised Dakotan fulfill 
his vow of yesterday?" he asked, 
his face revealing his vindictive 
triumph. 
Wa-che-pah's agony at that mo- 
ment before his enemy was almost 
unendurable. Yet, with a great ef- 
fort and a countenance apparently 
unmoved he answered, "Wa-che- 
pah has given his word. It is well." 
Then his little brother wondering 
was torn hastily from him and the 
savage dance recommenced. 
As the captives were again urged 
toward 
their doom, 
Wa-che-pah 


said to his sister, "darling of my 
soul listen to my words. Our bro- 
ther we will see no moix until we 
meet him in the Happy Hunting 
grounds of our fathers. He will re- 
main here a little while, but we 
must go forward before him." The 
sadness of his voice, more than his 
words revealed to her the presence 
of some dread danger. 
"Let us 
then," he continued, "go forward 
joyfully, the Great Spirit and our 
father call us.'"

When the thousands of remainin 
Arapahoes outside the temple sa^ 
their altar thus desecrated by th 
slaughter of their friends and rel 
atlves by these despised foes, the; 
set up a chorus of furious yells. 1: 
one massive body they pressed for 
ward to Inflict a double reveng 
on the hated Dakotans. 
But then, as though to stay th 


bloody carnival, a terrible manlfes 
tation held both sides aghast an< 
powerless.

trembled, and 
the massive roc! 
pinnacle above reeled, as 
if th 
Great Spirit had smitten all wit 
an angry hand. 
From far belo\ 
along the river came a roar like th 
concentrated thunder of a thousani 
years, and with a loud crash th' 
earth was torn open and the hugi 
rock sank Into the abyss and dis 
appeared, carrying with the war 
ring Indians consigning friend anc 
foe, living and dead to a common 
grave.

Dean James Addresses Meeting 


Lincoln Branch of A. A. t/. W. 


The first meeting of the season 


fors the Lincoln 
branch 
of 
the 


American Association of University 
Women was held Saturday at Le 
petit Gourmet, at an 11 o'clock 
breakfast, followed by an address 
by Dean Herman James 
of 
the 
University of Nebraska. 
Dean James' subject 
was, "The 
Functions of the Arts and Sciences 
College." 
"By keeping arts and sciences in 
the universities are we clinging to 
an outworn tradition?" Dr. James 
asked. 
"The most of American institu- 


tions or higher learning started as 
colleges of arts and sciences. Their 
purpose was to turn out men who 
were educated and cultured gentle- 
men, 
and later, women who were 


gentlewomen. 
"At a 
la'ter 
date professional 


schools were Introduced into the 
colleges. The majority of these de- 
veloped out of the 
original cur- 


riculum of arts and sciences. When 
the colleges begain to distinguish 
useful'education from the ornamen- 
tal 
education, 
the 
professional 
courses made the appeal to the stu- 
dent that they 
prepared him for 
his life work. As a result the col- 
leges of arts and sciences came to 
be regarded as for students who 
did not know what they wanted to 
do, or for those who were financiaj- 
ly Independent. 
Dean James declared 
that the 
doors of the arts and sciences col- 
leges should be closet! If that was 
their only function. 


Need Maturing. 
"Before the colleges of arts and 


sciences died of inanition or were 
relegated entirely to immature or 
indifferent students, leading educa- 
tors realized something was wrong 
with .the trend 
of things. 
They 


found that students who went from 
high school to bread and butter 
courses needed a period of maturing 
or ripening in order to take ad- 
vantage of the material courses, so 
the colleges of rnedic-Ine and law 
required some time to be spent In 
arts amd sciences before taking up 
professional courses. 


"I see no reason why all profes- 
sional training should not be pre- 
ceded by cultural training received 
in the arts college." Dean James 
stated, "otheiwise they will become 
merely vocational schools." 


Other professional courses 
are 


realizing the need of the arts and 
sciences and will soon require the 
same amount of preliminary train- 
ing as the schools of law and medi- 
cine, Dean James asserted. 


"The idea of the 
present 
day 


seems to be not what kind of a man 
does the school turn out, but how 
soon can he malce back what he 
put into 
his 
college education, 
financially." ne deplored. 


Eighty-four members were pres- 


ent at the breakfast and Mrs. A. E. 
Sheldon, president of the associa- 
tion, presided. The following reso- 
lution on the passing of Frances 
Brown Taylor was read:

Jane Addams Tells of Defeat 


By Bryan in Oratorical Contest 


Jane Addams, founder of Hull House, said to be one of 


the most interesting women speakers of tha day, when speak- 
ing of the work at Hull House, always has a tense and inter- 
ested audience. However, Miss Addams is coming to Lincoln 
under the auspices of several of the women's civic orgamza- 
tions.to talk not of her own work, but on "Recent Move- 
ments Towards World Peace." 


" earnestness which w« had mistak- 
enly assumed would be the unique 
possession of the feminine orator. 


The delightful 
personality of 


Miss Addams, and her broadminded 
point ot view are two of the char- 
acteristics which 
have 
helped 


greatly in making Hu.ll House a 
success. 
These same characteris- 


tics are shown in a little story Miss 
Addams relates concerning William 
Jennings Bryan and herself, when 
she was a student in Rockford col- 
lege, the first women's college to 
apply and be admitted to the inter- 
collegiate oratorical contest in Illi- 
nois: 
"When I was finally selected as 
the orator, I was somewhat dis- 
mayed to find that. 
representing 
not only one school but college wo- 
men in general, I could not resent 
the brutal frankness with which my 
oratorical possibilities 
were dis- 
cussed by the enthusiastic gioup 
who would allow no personal feel- 
ing to stand in the way of progress, 
especially the progress of women's 
cause. I was told among 
other 
things that I had an intolerable ha- 
bit of dropping my voice at the end 
of a sentence in the most feminine, 
apologetic and even 
deprecatory 
manner which would probably lose 
woman the first place. 
"Woman certainly did lose 
the 


first place and stood fifth, exactly 
in the dreary middle, but the ig- 
nominious position may not have 
been solely due to bad mannerisms, 
for a prior place was easily accord- 
ed to William Jennings Bryan, who 
not only thrilled his auditors with 
an almost prophetic anticipation of 
the cross of gold, but with a moral 


" I so heartily concurred with the 


decision of the judges of the con- 
test that it was with a care-free 
mind that I induced my colleague 
and 
alternate to 
remain 
long 
enough in 'The Athens of Illinois,' 
in which the successful college was 
situated, to visit the state institu- 
tions, one for. the blind and one for 
the deaf and dumb. Doctor Gill- 
ette was at that time head of the 
latter institution; his scholarly ex- 
planation of the method ot teaching, 
his concern for his charges, his de- 
monstration of the care the state 
bestowed upon its most unfortunate 
children, filled me 
with 
grave 
speculations in 
which the fust, 


fifth, or the ninth place in an ora- 
torical contest seemed of little mo- 
ment. 
"However, this brief delay be- 
tween our field of Waterloo and 
our arrival at our aspumg college 
turned out to be most unfortunate, 
for we found the ardent group not 
only exhausted by the premature 
preparations for the 
return of a 


successful orator, but 
naturally 
much irritated as they contemplat- 
ed their garlands drooping discon- 
solately in tubs and bowls of water. 
They did rot fail to make me real- 
ize that I had dealt the cause o£ 
woman's advancement a stagger- 
ing blow, and all my explanations 
of the fifth place were haughtily 
considered insufficient before that 
golden bar of youth; so absuid.j- 
inflexible!"
